''VFH so often some one calls us and 


J reports that the pressure is so low 
that when water is being drawn on the 
first door it is almost impossible to use 
the second door plumbing fixtures. 
We 
check up and find, however, that at the 
water main in the street there is a pres­ 
sure of perhaps thirty or forty pounds. 
What is the trouble? 
Answer—corroded piping. 
In former 
years, 
through 
indifference or false 
economy much black i«on pipe was in­ 
stalled for interior water lines. The in­ 
side of the pipe gets rusty, scale forma 
and finally the available opening is per­ 
haps only an eighth or a quarter of an 
inch in diameter. To supply a house by 
such means is like draining a barrel 
through a straw, it’s a slow* job. 
Re­ 
placing the old piping with galvanized 
iron, copper or brass tubing is the only 
cure. 
Hut before doing this make sure your 
stop and waste valve in the cellar, and 
all line valves are wide open.

may have left them partly od'.
